The fa rm e rs of J a c k s on county 
are now in the midst of the w he a t 
harvest, and b y the la tte r part of this 
week it 
i s expected that there will he 
b ut little wheat stan d in g in the fields. 
; 
(M any of the fa rm e rs who have had a 
prospe rous ye a r have purchased new 
hinders, and during tin* first part of 
the week a num b er of new m achines 
were seen on their way to the fields. 
From reports all over the county, 
the indications are that there will he 
hut an average crop, although in sorne 
sections it is expected that the yield 
will lie much larger than usual. 
Fhiry 
in the season the prospects were f or 
a “ b u m pe r” crop, hut b efore the w he at 
was fully m atured it w as dam aged b y 
the joint worm and in several local­ 
ities there was considerab le loss from 
the storm s. 
Henry Quade, who lives n ea r R e d - 
dington, and is well informed as to 
the present conditions, says that the 
fields will not average more than fif­ 
teen or eighteen b ushels to the acre. 
He re ports that the wheat is thin on- 
the ground, and that there was som e 
loss from the joint worm, which w a s 
prevalent in that vicinity. 
The q u a l ­ 
ity is excellent, however, an d tlie f a r ­ 
mers eb peet that it will b e placed on 
the m arket at tlie highest price. 
In the western part of the c ou n ty 
the yield will average only fair, while 
some of the fa rm ers report tha t the 
crops will b e f a r b elow tha t which is 
usually harvested. 
The cause of the 
small yield, they say, is due largely 
to the dam age b y the storm s and in ­ 
sects. 
On the clay land tin* wheat is, as a 
rule, ab ove the average, and the f a r ­ 
m e r s are elated over the prospects f or 
a large crop. 
E ast of here the c r op 


i s s a i d to he one of the b est harvested 
f or several years. 
In the south pa r t 
of the county the 
r e po r t s indicate a 
large crop. 
The grain will prob ab ly b e ready 
f or the threshe rs b y the latter pa r t of 
next week, and shortly a f t e r that time 
the new w he at will b e placed upon the 
m a rk e ts in large q uantities. 
While it is not possib le to give the 
exact price which will lie paid f or 
new wheat, it is b elieved that the 
market will open at ab out 9 0 cents, 
and will vary according to the am ou n t 
sold.

"He sat In the hot son”—now wasn’t 
that a terrible affliction to come to a 
professor in the University of Michi­ 
gan in an examination paper? Or how’ 
would you like this: 
"His heart was 
filled with whoe” ? 
Isn’t that enough 
to stop even a heart? 
These skeletons in the spelling closet 
of several of the prominent families 
represented In the different engineer­ 
ing classes were recently laid bare In 
a written examination given by H. A. 
Kenyon before a meeting of the School­ 
masters' Club, says the Ann Arbor cor­ 
respondent of the Detroit Journal. Mr. 
Kenyon told the story in an address 
entitled, "Some Wild Spellings I Have 
Met.” 
It seems that the students of the 
University of Michigan can do other 
things better than they can spell. Mr. 
Kenyon cited other instances where 
English as she Is "w’rit” was tv#ribly 
disfigured. 
For instance, many of the 
same sixty-four papers contained the 
word “weary” spelled “werry.” 
This 
examination occurred two months ago 
and there is still one word In the 
papers that Mr. Kenyon is studying 
over, the word “mysily.” 
Before the 
end of the year, if Mr. Kenyon is un­ 
able to study it out, he is going to beg 
the student to tell him just what he 
really did intend that word to repre­ 
sent. 
Four sets of examination 
papers 
were handled by Mr. Kenyon at the 
close of the last semester. 
Three of 
these sets were final "quizzes” and the 
students writing these papers repre­ 
sented all classes in the engineering 
department, a majority of them under­ 
classmen. Out of sixty-four papers but 
three were written 
without errors. 
Others ranged from one to twenty-four 
misspelled words. Good students made 
as many as from six to twelve mis­ 
takes each in spelling. 
In all there 
were 233 mistakes made in the sixty- 
four papers. 
The speaker classified the mistakes 
thus: 
Mistakes due to carelessness, 
analogy or ignorance; misapplied; due 
to faulty articulation; mistakes due to 
an attempt at elegance; use of similar 
or similarly pronounced words, correct 
themselves, but incorrectly used; orig­ 
inal phonetic spelling; really original 
spelling, which could not be placed In 
any of the above divisions.

Mexican Product In Great D e m a t i 
for Phonograph Records. 
The most gigantic project for utill* 
ing the desert lands and soil of Mexico 
ever undertaken is now on foot near 
Torreón. 
L. Vallareal 
Madero, 
who 
owns a ranch of 1,200,000 acres, situ­ 
ated on the outskirts of the valley of 
the Xazas river, is preparing to spend 
more than $3,000,000 gold in the erec­ 
tion of twelve factories upon his land 
for the 
converting into 
commercial 
products desert 
plants and in con­ 
structing a system of irrigation that 
will reclaim 200,000 acres of land that 
are situated in a valley that is tribu­ 
tary to that of the Xazas river. 
Mr. 
Madero has interested a number of 
Los Angeles (Cal.) men In the big pro­ 
ject, says a Torreon (Tex.) correspond­ 
ent of the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
Of the factories that are to be erect­ 
ed upon the ranch six will be devoted 
to the extracting of wax from the can­ 
delilla weed, 
which grows 
profusely 
upon many thousand 
acres. 
It was 
only about two years ago that the dis­ 
covery was made that a high grade 
wax could be manufactured from this 
weed. 
A number of factories are now 
In operation in this part of Mexico, 
and the wax product is shipped in 
large quantities to the United States 
and« Europe, where it commands big 
prizes. The refined wax from the can­ 
delilla Is pure white and is said to be 
superior to any other know’n w’ax. It 
is in great demand for use in the m an­ 
ufacture 
of phonograph 
records and 
various lines 
of industry which re­ 
quire a wax of unusual hardness. 
In 
some localities 
the candelilla 
weed 
grows so thick that one acre of It w’ili 
produce an output valued at $200 to 
$300. 
It is stated that It reproduces 
itself quickly after being harvested, 
and that there is no likelihood of the 
supply of crude 
material 
being ex­ 
hausted or even diminished materially. 
The six wax factories that Mr. Madero 
and associates w’ill erect will have an 
aggregate daily output of about twelve 
tons of unrefined wax, It Is stated. 
Four factories for The extraction of 
fiber from the ixtle plant will be erect 
ed upon the ranch. 
This Is another 
desert plant that thrives 
upon the 
land embraced in this big ranch. 
It 
is claimed that there are enough ixtle 
plants now growing there to keep the 
four factories 
busy for more 
than 
twenty-five years. 
Auxiliary to these 
four fiber factories will be erected two 
alcohol distilleries. 
The refuse of the 
fiber factories will be subject to treat 
ment for the purpose of obtaining al 
cohol from it.

BRITISH HEBREW CHURCH

Lfsendu of an Ancient E n g lish Sect 
Located at Glastonbury. 
London Is mildly Interested just now 
In an attempt to revive in corporate 
form 
the 
ancient 
Britlsh-Hebrew 
church, flr3t formed, tradition says, at 
Glastonbury, among Hebrew exiles, by 
Joseph of Arimathea, in A. D. 35, the 
year of the first persecution. 
The *e- 
¡rends of the sect affirm that the an­ 
cient British people descended from 


p. load of Hebrew exiles who reached 
Ireland under the leadership of 
the 
prophet 
Jeremiah 
and 
Tephi, 
the 
daughter of Zedekiah, the last king 
of Judah. 
Through her marriage with 
Hermon the pedigree of King Edward 
II is traced back to David, king of 
Israel and Judah. 
A settlement of these Hebrew’s prac­ 
tising Hebrew rites was in being at 
Glastonbury when, according to tra­ 
dition, quoted by Baronlus, a Roman 
historian, and Maelgwyn of Llandaff, 
a writer of the fifth century; Joseph 
of 
Arimathea, Lazarus, 
the Virgin 
Mary, Martha, Mary the Magdalen and 
others found refuge in this colony and 
made their first converts to the Chris­ 
tian faith ten years before the found­ 
ing of the Church of Rome, 
From 
the fact that 
the wrord “Hebrews" 
means "those who have crossed the 
flood,” they 
infer that 
the epistle 
bearing that name was addressed to 
the Hebrew’ Christian church in Eng- 
ltfhd. 
The service at present consists en­ 
tirely of Biblical readings, followed by 
a sermon. 
There is no singing. 
Bap­ 
tism is administered by means of im­ 
mersion on profession of belief and 
the Passover supper is observed an­ 
nually on the fourteenth day of the 
Jew’ish month of Nisan, the elements 
being pure grape juice and pierced un­ 
leavened cakes. 
For officers a plu­ 
rality of elders are elected, one of tho 
present holds of 
the office being a 
cousin of the late Cardinal Wiseman. 
He also holds he office of angel, or 
messenger, a post corresponding to 
that of preacher. 
Professing, In common with other 
Protestant churches, that the 
Bible 
only Is their sole rule of faith and 
practice, the British Israel Ecclesia, 
os they designate themselves, are anti- 
Trinitarian in theology. 
They hold, 
nevertheless, the doctrine of the di­ 
vinity of Jesus Christ and the sanc­ 
tity of the Holy Spirit. 
They also 
hold strong views on the necessity for 
obsrrving 
Saturday as the Sabbath, 
and look for the establishment of a 
Messianic kingdom on earth in which 
the Jewish race will be predominant. 
For further confirmation of 
their 
tenets they point to the fact that the 
word 
British 
is from 
the 
Hebrew 
“brit,” a covenant, and they conclude 
therefrom that the British race are 
the covenant people. The stone in the 
British coronation chair in Westmin­ 
ster Abbey, they assert, is not Jacob’s 
pillow’, but part of 
the rock from 
which Mose smote and out of which 
water flowed.

Then, after a pero d o f stra in ­ 
ed watching, when the ey e can and

stands befo re him. 
“lie do cs no t alway s mo v e qu iet­ 
ly , bu t when he do es death is no t mo re 
silent. 
The qu estio n o f ho w a white 
o r o therwise abno rm ally m arked tiger 
can take its prey is simplified by the 
fact that as a general ru le the tiger 
kills at night o r at dawn o r du sk, and 
th a t it is o nly the cattle-killing tiger 
who takes his lo rdly to il o f the v illage 
cattle by day .

pelling message that the o nly thing 
which can help y o u is calm and repo se. 
We can giv e it to y o u , bu t no t by the 
u se o f medicine o r dru gs.” 
To the bu siness m an, who has go ne 
u nder su ch pressu re th a t he can co n­ 
tro l neither his nerv es no r his brain, 
they giv e the same adv ice. 
Hy pno ­ 
tism, which was o nce 
regarded 
as 
witchcraft and later as an instru m ent 
o nly fo r harm, has beco me a benign 
Influ ence o n mo dern American IKe, a 
practical remedy fo r the distinctiv ely 
American ailm ent o f “nerv es.” It has 
sav ed co u ntless .men and wo men fro m 
insane asy lu ms, and it has been dem ­ 
o nstrated as a reliable cu re o f certain 
cases o f dru g and cigarette habits. 
There is a po pu lar impressio n th at 
hy pno tism is harm fu l becau se it pu ts 
a perso n’s mind u nder the do minatio n 
o f ano th er’s ideas; also that to su bmit 
to hy pno tism is to weaken o ne’s will 
po wer. 
As a m atter o f fact, it has 
been scientifically pro v ed th at the hy p­ 
no tist . canno t make the patient co m­ 
m it any act o r entertain any tho u ght 
co ntrary to that perso n’s idea o f m o r­ 
ality and principle. Hy pno tism can be, 
and so metimes is, abu sed by the pro ­ 
fessio nal fakir and o perato r, bu t, in 
the hands o f a phy sician, it is merely 
a cu re fo r ailm ents th at canno t be 
reached by o ther means. The o nly o p­ 
po rtu nity fo r it to im pair the will 
po wer arises when a perso n makes a 
habit o f su bm itting to the same o pera­ 
tio n fo r pu rpo ses o f ex hibitio n ami 
freakish tricks. 
In this wmy , in the 
co u rse o f time, the perso n hy pno tized 
do es train his m ind to a certain ex ­ 
tent to do whatev er the hy pno tist su g­ 
gests. 
The great po wer o f hy pno tism o v er 
the phy sical fu nctio ns o f the bo dy has 
been dem o nstrated by a Pittsbu rg phy ­ 
sician, who pu t a patient into a hy p­ 
no tic sleep and to ld him that he wo u ld 
su ffer no pain when his to o th was ex ­ 
tracted. 
The to o th was pu lled, and 
the patient su ffered abso lu tely no pain. 
W hether it can ev er be u sed instead 
o f an anesthetic in su rgical o peratio ns 
o f a grav e character, is o ne o f th-3 
pro blems o f the a rt fo r fu tu re y ears.

Aside from rheumatism and bron­ 
chial troubles, the Eskimos are fairly 
healthy ; but the adults are subject to 
a peculiar nervous affection 
which 
they call piblokto—a form of hy steria. 
“Personally I have never known a 
child to have piblokto,” Commander 
Peary say s. “Some one among the Es­ 
kimos would have an attack every day 
or two, and one day there were five 
cases. 
The immediate cause is hard 
to trace, thoug h 1 believe it is g ener­ 
ally a brooding over absent or dead 
relatives, or a fear of the future. The 
manifestations of 
this disorder are 
somewhat startling . 
“The patient, usually a woman, be­ 
g ins to scream and tear off and de­ 
stroy her clothing . 
If on the ship, 
she will walk up and down the deck, 
screaming and g esticulating , and g en­ 
erally in a state of nudity , thoug h the 
thermometer may be in the minus for­ 
ties. 
As the intensity of the attack 
increases, she will sometimes leap over 
the rail onto the ice, running perhaps 
half a mile. 
The attack may last a 
few minutes, or an hour or more; and 
some become so crazy that they would 
stay out there running about on the 
ice in a state of nudity until they 
froze to death, if they were not forci­ 
bly broug ht back. 
“When an Eskimo is attacked with 
piblokto indoors, nobody pay s much 
attention, unless the patient should 
reach for a knife, or attempt to in­ 
jure some one. 
The attack 
usually 
ends in a fit of weeping ; and when 
the patient quiets down, the ey es are 
bloodshot, the pulse hig h 
and 
the 
whole body trembling for an hour or 
so afterwards. 
“The well-known 
madness 
among 
the Eskimo dog s is also called piblok­ 
to. 
Thct.g h it does not seem to be in­ 
fectious, the manifestations are simi­ 
lar to those of hy drophobia. 
Dog s 
suffering from piblokto are 
usually 
shot, and they are often eaten by the 
Eskimos.”

died, twenty -five y ears ag o, Mr. Disbro 
found in her pocketbook several hun­ 
dred dollars in g old coin, with the 
written request to Mr. Disbro that lie 
add to the store as he felt able, and 
some day present the whole to their 
children. 
He faithfully followed the 
request, with the result that there was 
more than $2,000 when he died. 
lie confided the secret to his second 
wife, and after his death she carried 
out his wishes and divided the money 
among his children. As she had been 
amply provided for in Mr. Disbro a 
will, she refused any portion of the 
hoard, but the children insisted upon 
her accepting a few of the coins as * 
token of their esteem.
